The word anemia means lack of blood; how- 
ever for convenience, several different types of 
anemia have been segregated and physicians 
refer to these in various ways, calling them 
pernicious anemia, secondary anemia and so on. 
Secondary anemia refers to the blood condition 
produced as the result of some other previous 
cause; in other words, the original condition 
comes first and the impoverished state of the 
blood comes second. 


Many times the person who is thin or pale 
is told by his friends that he is anemic. Thinness 
and pallor may occur in secondary anemia but 
in themselves are not definite evidence that the 
patient is anemic. The only real way in which 
you may find out whether or not anemia is 
actually present is to have a sample of the blood 
tested in a laboratory. 


In normal blood coming from a healthy per- 
son the sample will run about five million red 
blood cells in the male and between five million 
and four and one-half million in a female. In 
the event that the blood being tested comes 
from an anemic patient, the number of red 
bleed cells will be reduced below these figures. 
The hemoglobin, or red coloring matter in these 
cells, may likewise be reduced. 


Sometimes the patient with secondary 
anemia is puzzled to understand how a simple 
reduction in the number of red blood cells has 
such a definite effect upon health. However, 
when you stop to remember that from the 
physiological standpaint, the blood is a part of 
every living tissue in the body, it is easy to see 
how an interference with this vital fluid would 
interfere with health. 

The symptoms of secondary anemia vary 
from case to case, however, any of the follow- 
ing may oceur: Weakness, rapid heart beat, 
shortness of breath, faintness, ringing noises in 
the ears, lack of appetite, irritability, inability 
to sleep, low blood pressure, cold hands and 
feet, headache, and digestice upsets. The patient 
may appear well-nourished and plump, or may 
be thin. Also, he may, or may not, appear pale. 

Many women who feel below par are anemic, 
although the anemic state is usually unsuspect- 
ed by the patients themselves. They may be 
aware that they tire too quickly and that they 
are easily irritated but generally they blame 
their simptoms on their nerves. In such cases, 
the fatigue and irritability would vanish as 
soon as the blood once more becomes one hun- 
dred per cent normal. This would mean that 
the basic cause of the anemic condition has been 
removed and that the health as a whole has 
been improved

I think that the liberty of the 
subject often requires that checks be placed 
upon vested interests who would assert sov- 
ereignty in defiance of the interests of democ- 
racy and a decent standard of living. Nur have 
we a divine call to fight for the press merely as 
the press. The freedom of the press is part of the 
gospel of individual freedom, and we are heart- 
ily in favor of that and must maintain it in all 
fields. 

Liberalism can make no compromise with 
those Fascists who have no faith in the common 
people. It is a defender of the under-privileged 
and is opposed to special] privilege. Liberalism 
is equally opposed to the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. Dictatorship, either from the top 
or the bottom, is equally distastefu) to those of 
Liberal principles. Liberalism is definately 
opposed to both these schools of thought and 
any effort to unite with these forces wil] only 
lead to confusion and the destruction of real 
Liberalism. 

In conclusion let me say that this is a diffi- 
cult period, in which we have to walk warily 
and in which we are called upon to exercise a 
wise discretion. We cannot foretell the future 
but we can at least keep our objective clearly 
before us and not be blown hither and thither 
with every passing breeze. Further, in the 
selection of our company on the way, our best 
insurance is to travel with those whose outlook 
towards life and its problems embraces those 
enduring principles of Liberalism which have 
built that form of Society and Government 
which we call Democracy.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

St. Joseph was the patron saint 
of New France end is now of 
French Roman Catholic Canada. 
Since today is St. Joseph’s day in 
the calendar of the Roman Catholie 
church, it may be interesting to re- 
call thet there has been for some 
years a decided controversy among 
French-Canadian ecclesiastics and 
historians as to the exact Gate when 
St. Joseph was edopted as patron 
saint 

It appears that on March 19, 1924, 
‘as related by Father Joseph Le 
Caron) there was a solemn religious 
celebration at Quebec, participated 
in by Champlain, the Recollet fath- 
ers, the citizens and some Indians. 
at which a solemn vow was taken 
and allegiance paid to St. Joseph 
as “protector” of this country and 
of its new-born church.” 

The tercentenary of this was ob- 
served at Quebec in 1924, when 
Cardinal Begin ordered a general 
observance of the 300th anniver- 
sary. And it was so held with all 
due pomp and ceremony, 

But hardly had the memory of 
this passed than a certain 
asserted that it was all a mistake 
and that the true dale of the selec- 
tion of St. Joseph was 1637 and not 
1624; and as a consequence another 
tercentary celebration was held last 
year.

lengthening and shortening of the days in summer and winter,

The Comics 


OR many years we have been turning the 
pages of our daily newspaper and letting 
our eyes rest with assured pleasure on the 
drawing “Our Our Way,” by J. R. Williams. 
This is one of the oldest comics and one 

of the best, perhaps the best. Its appeal is 
directed more to adults than youngsters be- 
cause Williams looks at life with wise and 
indulgent eyes. The old days, a8 he recalls 
them, in the occasional sub-series “Born 
Thirty Years Too Soon,” are gentle remind- 
ers of hardships that were once the common 
lot. In another series, “Why Mothers Get 
Gray,” he presents candid scenes in the 
homes of thrifty hard-working middle-class 
folk whose shoulders are bent from rearing 
children through the difficult age that be- 
gins at thirteen. We see the boys tormenting 
their sisters and the girls getting even with 
their brothers, and the mothers on the verge 
of cracking from the strain of maintaining 
peace and order. The cowboy series which 
depicts ranch life is matched by another 
series that visualizes the humor and pathos 
of urban industrial life. Stooped and twisted 
men, with sunken cheeks bulging from 
husky chews, wise-crack and philosophize as 
they go ahead with tasks from which they 
expect no escape until the final curfew. Then 
there is the series featured by the Worry 
Wart, a little shaver whose maladroit way 
of reasoning through his problems is the 


despair of his older brother.
